Sir: 

Applicants hereby petition the Director to invoke his supervisory authority and 
rejoin Claims 45 and 46 and to join Claim 40 in the allowed claims. 

The Examiner issued an Election/Restriction action on 11/06/2007 which required 
Applicants to elect one of the four species for prosecution on the merits. The Examiner 
stated that none of the claims were generic. Applicants replied on 12/31/2007 electing 
the Examiner's Species I, Claims 1-24, 26-27 and 31-44 with traverse on the grounds 
that independent claims did not recite the features on which the Election/Restriction 
requirement was made; and, therefore could act as generic claims. 

The Examiner has now allowed, inter alea, independent claim 39 on which 
Claims 45,46 are indirectly dependent. The Examiner maintains her position that the 
independent claim is not a generic claim, and has now made the Restriction/Election 
requirement final. Attempts to reach the Examiner's SPE resulted in a voice mail 
message which was not returned. 37 C.F.R. 1.142 specifically states that if two or more 
independent claims are claimed in a single application, the Examiner will require 
Applicant to elect an invention to which the claims will be restricted. Accordingly, all 
claims which are dependent on the same independent claim should not be withdrawn 
from consideration once the single independent claim has been found allowable. 
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Applicants hereby request that the Director invoke his supervisory authority to 
rejoin withdrawn Claims 45, 46. In addition, rejected dependent Claim 40 has now been 
made dependent on allowed independent Claim 39 and therefore should be allowed as 
well.
